Japanese Assaulted in Peking 

‘Street, . 

Early in the afternoon a Japan- 
use was removed to the Kowloon 
Hospital suffering from a fruc- 
tured skull. He came by his in- 
jury as the-result of a fracas 
with a group of Chinese work- 
men in Peking Road. Some little 
time later a Japanese gentleman, 
who was walking with his wife 
and a child, one year old, was 
savagely attacked by an angry 
mob of Chinese numbering some 
three thousand, ‘All three were 
badly beaten up. A baton charge 
hy the police relieved the ten- 
sion, and the Japan¢se trio were 
removed to the hospital. 


Canton Road Incident, 

A more serious affair, during 
which ten Japanese were rescued 
by a patrol of police from Tsim 
Tan Taui, ovcurred in Canton 
Road at about 6 pm. With the 
aid of a Fire Engine from 
Mongkok, under the supervision 
of a European officer, who was 
slightly injured during the pro- 
ceedings, the crowd waq quickly 
dispersed; without any serious 
casualtics. 

From then on reports, of. seri- 
ous rioting rained in thick 
fast from the various districts. 

Yaumatt Shops Looted. 
- After several spasmodic out- 
bursts at Yaumati, the incensed 
mob, growing every minute in 
numbers, turned its attention to 
Mongkok. Shops and stores i 
Yaumnati. suffered badly at the 
hands of the pillagera. Japanese 
goods were thrown out into the 
strect, and huge bonfires lit. - A 
one stage, shortly before 9. p.m. 
it seemed as though Nathan 
Rond, in the vicinity of the 
Majestic Theatre, would be. at- 
tacked, but the police patrols 
managed to keep the mob at bay.

No useful purpose will be served now by an academic discus- 
sion of the situation. That may be left for some other time. There 
is much that the public will want to know about the demonstra- 
tions — especially as to how the authorities came tobe caught 
napping. The situation is of too scrious n nature to allow of such 
discussion and investigation at the moment. The facts of the case 
have to be faced, and those are, that sections of the Chinese com- 
munity resident in Hong Kong have, had their tempers roused by 
agitators and fanned to that hent which bodes no gocd. As It is the 
mobs, in many dases, have taken the law into their own hands. 
They have not only dared to offer resistance to the police but have 
shown a disposition to turn on the police and in some cases have 
actually pelted them with stones and brickbats, 

' This is a state of affairs which is not to be tolerated—especially 
in a British Colony, It is up to the authorities,both those wlio arc 
the “custodiuns of the public peace” and those who administer the. 
Law, to make that very plain. There must be no pandering to senti- 
ment; no mawkish sympathy must be extended to the dupes of 
agitators who may be produced before the Courts; ang punish- 
ment must be sharp and severe. The authoritics must di ay firm- 
ness in dealing with the situation; thelr every action’ must carry 
with it not the slightest traco of timorousness; and all means em- 
ployed to restore peace and quiet in the Colony must be vigorously 
prosecuted. Excited mobs misconstrue any other action, and the 
last stage is usually worse tham the first. Let it, therefore, be 
made very plain that acts of lawlessness, hooliganism, ‘and mob 
violence will'not be tolerated, and that the Law’s heavy hand will 
come down heavily upon those responsible foy such acta. 

So much for the Authorities in their handling of the serious 
situation with which they are confronted. But they must not be 
allowed to cope with the matter alone. There are others in the 
Colony who must do their bit in this crisis. There is unfortunately 
ng evidence at present available to show that they are doing their 
bit. What we want to know is what the leaders of. the Chinese’ 
community resident in the Colony Jiave done to combat the agita- 
tion which has been responsible for so many unseemly and regret- 
table incidents already. They have an obvious duty in an emer- 
gency of this:nature to perform. © Have they’ performed it?

FREE-WHEEL DEVICE. | 


The free-wheel.’ device ia finding 
rendy acceptance among , many of 
the leading automobile manufactur- 
ers of U.S.A, ond indications point 
to this system becoming more 
popular among American motorists. 

In this connection It is Intercat- 
ing to noto that ‘a “free-wheel” 
attachment has just been announced 
in Chicago, which ia operated by 
vacuum and can be attached to any 
motor-car or truck without ° dls- 
mantling or altering the transmis- 
sion system. -— 

The unit is attached to the dash 
under the bonnet, and connected. to 
the clutch pedal beneath the floor- 
boards. Tho fitment consists of a 
small cylinder and piston. connected 
to the Intake manifold with a copper 
tube. The platen is operated by 
the vacuum caysed In the induction 
Pipe by the idling of the engine, 
and ita action releases the clutch. 
When the accelerator pedal is press- 
ed down and the apeed of the engine 
Increases, the vacuum ia relieved 
and thé clutch smoothly engages. 

. When the foot Is off the accelera- 
tor allowing the motor to idle, the 
released clutch permite tha auto- 
mobile to free wheel. . Tho vehicle 
can be made conventional gear-shift 
by pressing a button on tho inatru- 
ment board, which reeves the 
vacuum. Tho dovice really opcrates 
on tha same ayatem as the Sorvo- 
vacuum brake system, only Instead 
of actuating the brakes it pushes 
out the clutch, -. ;

PARCELS IN CARS. 


Question’ of Licence 
Duty. . 


According to a decision of the 
Cardiff Stipendlary magistrate, as 
interpreted by tho- legal exports of 
the Automobile Association, it is 
legal for tho .private car owner to 
carry even the resulfs-of a bricf 
shopping expedition in his car, 

The Stipendiary had before him 
two motorists charged with carry- 
ing goods in-their cars, the cara not 
being Mcensed at the higher rate of 
tax applicable to delivery vans and 
other commercial vehicles. Tha 
Automobile Association belloving 
that the decision of the Stipendiary 
is wrong in law, is to lodge an ap- 
peal at the next sittings of the 
High Court. : 

The two cases were defondod by 
legal representatives of the Auto- 
mobilo Association, who contended 
that no offence, was committed, be- 
cause, according to the Act of Par- 
Hament under, which charges’ were 
brought, It was only when a vehicle 
had been constructed or adapted in 
stich a way as to bring it into the 
class of yoods-carrying vehicles, 
that tho higher. rate: of - duty--was 
payable. , . 

The Stipendiary ruled against 
thls contention, however, and im- 
posed fines in ‘each case. 

Serious Consequences, 

“The effect of this decision,” an 
official of the A.A. stated to a 
Morning Post representitive, “is 
that It fs an offence to carry parcels, 
or cven small articles, in a private 
car, and, in view of the serious im- 
portance of the matter to the gen- 
eral body of motorists, an appeal is 
to be launched. There is not the 
slightest doubt that, if thts. decision 
‘Is correct, it is a definite offence for 
any motorist to carry home a basket 
of shopping In his car. 

“If the motorist takes * out his 
back seat and substitutes a couple 
of boards in order.to carry anything 
In hia car, then he has ‘adapted’ the 
vehicle and can be properly convict- 
ed. In the two Cardiff cases, how- 
ever, there was no such ‘adapta- 
tion,’ and we are maintaining in the 
appeal that the convictions should 
not stand. In our view it docs not 
matter In the Jeast what it was that 
was being carried, so long as the 
vehicles were not ‘adapted’ for the 
purpose of carrying goods.”.

- Incidents of Anti- 
Japanese Trouble. 


COURTS CROWDED. 


Heavier Punishment For 
Offenders. 

Many Chinese agitators, con- 
cerned in the anti-Japanese up- 
rising which has been made so 
manifest in the Colony, and 
which has. called for strict pre- 
cautions on the ‘part of the 
Police, were dealt with by both 
Mr. W. Schofield and Mr. IE. H, 
Williams in the Central Poljec 
Courts’ yesterday. In most 
proved cases, the maximum pen« 
alty was imposed, whilst numer. 
ous juveniles were Ordered‘ to 
receive a flogging. : 

During the proceedings, it was 
mentioned by  Detective-Sub- 
Inspector C. Rozeskwy that the 
Police were greatly harassed in 
charging the agitntors, in that 
the Japanese shop-owners, who 
had their windows damaged, 
were afraid to come to Court to 
give testimony. The —Japanesa 
interpreter was also scared, 

Huge slabs of broken shop 
windows, a portion of a damaged. 
door, and bricks, varying. in 
sizes, were some of the exhibits 
displayed in Court. 

The sonting accommodation in 
both Courty was taxed to the 
utmost capacity, mostly by 
Chinese. 


Bail-for Student. 


Before Mr. Willkums, a Chin- 
ese student, sthted to have, re- 
cently returned from Mexico, was 
charged with distributing anti- 
Japanese pamphicts. Mr. M. K. 
Lo appeared for the defence, 

Detective-Sergeant Fitches said 
that another man in connection 
with the same case had since 
been arrested, and would in all 
probability appear before | a 
Magistrate to-morrow. Accused 
was remanded on bail of $760. 

Another Chinese’ was fined 
$250, or threé months’ hard 
Iabour in default, for handing out 
papera of an inciting nature at 
Stanley Strect. 

“There is not the — slightest 
excuse for rufians or hooligins 
like you doing this,” remarked 
his Worship in imposing a simi- 
lar penalty on another Chinese, 
who, according to a Sergeant, 
was seen wavingr a stick in his 
hand and shouting in a crowd at 
Des Vocux Road Central. 

Crowd at Macao Wharves. 

In another case, also heard 
by Mr, Williams, Traffic Ser- 
geant Brittain said that on re- 
ceipt of a message in Victoria 
Street. he proceeded on his motor 
cycle to the Macao wharves, 
where a large crowd had gather- 
ed and were throwing stones. 
He arrested accused after he 
(accused) had hurled — two 
stones, one after the other. 
A fine of $260, with the alterna. 
tive of three months’ 
bour, was imposed, 1 

In chargingy a youth, Sub- 
Inspector Chester-Woods said 
that the accused was in the fore- 
front of an angry mob who were 
pursuing three Japanese sailors 
and throwing bricks at them in 
Des Voeux Rond West. Accus- 
ed was) taken into custody by 
P, GC. Harris, of the Royal Naval 
Yard Police. 

The Magistrate (to accused) — 
‘It is people like you who are 
causing the trouble.” 

Accused was ordered to re- 
ceive twelve strokes of the cane, 
and to be kept in Police custody 
for three days, after which he is 
to be sent back to his own coun- 
try. 

A Chinese student was charg- 
ed before Mr, Schofield with

A Baton Chanze. 
In evidence, Sergeant F, 
Nolan said that at about 8.10 
pm. on Wednesday, he was on 
picket patrol in Johnston Road. 
When passing Luard Road, an 
angry crowd began to stone 
them. A baton charge was 
made and the crowd dispersed, 
Accused, upproached the “Ser- 
geant and asked, in English, 
“Why do you send me off the re- 
clamation?” At that time the 
situntion was rather bad. 

His Worship said he thought 
it was a case where a fine might 
be imposed and rot a prison sen- 
tence.

Here, ho is supervising ¢xper!- 
mental and research work, and In a 
chat with an Oxford reporter in 
mail week he satd he had no quatms 
about forsaking an academic life 
for Industry, with which, for some 
years, he had been in clone contact 
in America,

“T have not yet been in England 
fong enough to form <onvictions,” 
he .added, “but my observations 
have led me to the opinion that tho 
salvation of British industry les 
largely in the development by mass 
production ' in which. the ‘United 
States has Ied tho way. .

It is one of the essential factors in 
keeping up the power of the con. 
sumer to buy what Is produced.

ITALIAN ROADS. 


Entirely “Remade in 
Three Years. 


The recent third anniversary of 
the founding of the Azienda Auto- 
noma Statale Del'a Strada, which is 
in charge of the upkeep of Italian 
State ronds, centred. attention on 
the splendid work this organisation 
has performed in transforming tho 
country into a motorists’ heaven. 

Three years ago, except for a fow 
provinces which realised the im- 
portance of good communications, 
Italian roads were known a8 prac- 
tically the wort which could be 
found in any civilised country. 

They were covered with holes and 
ruts, causing frequent breakage of, 
springs and axles, and in the motor- 
Ing season, cars wero smothered in 
dangerous and uncomfortable clouds 
of dust. Lack of visibility caused 
by dust, combined with the Italian's 
love of fast driving resulted in 
many accidents. To-day, it is pos- 
sible to travel by motor-car from 
one end. of Italy to the other along 
good asphalted dust-fred roads. 

This aggressive road development 
programme is expected to give con- 
siderable impotus to the automobile 
industry In that country. Hitherto, 
it haa been a problem whether the 
few motor-<cars in Italy were a Te~ 
ault of the bad roads or the bad 
roads the reason so few persons 
found the upkeep of a car worth 
while. 

The Government decided to act by 
first improving tho roads and leav- 
Ing the automobile industry to bene- 
fit by the results and it is expected 
that within a comparatively short 
time, the number of motor-cara in 
Italy will be doubled. Ttaly is far 
behind other nations in the number 
of motor-cars por head of .-popula- 
tion. With a population of 40,000,- 
000, only about 260,000 automobiles 
are In operation. -

If it were possible to carry out an 
inspection of all vehicles on the 
rond, with a view to discovering 
those which could be considered 
safe In.every detail, it Is to be 
feared that the number would bo 
extremely small. 

In saying so it is not implied, of 
course, that the majority of yehicles 
are in a dangerous condition, but it 
is suggested that if every detail 
bearing upon the question of safety 
in ‘all its aspects “ were considered, 
large numbers of them would be 
found wanting. z 

So far as cars are concerned, 
every driver should make a polnt of 
seeing that his ‘brakes are in good 
condition and sufliciently powerful 
to stop the car in a reasonable dis- 
tance, no matter at what speed it 
may be travelling. A car cannot be 
regarded as absolutely safe If ita 
brakes are in any way defective or 
if tlie brake linings have worn down 
excessively; when _ replacement 
should be undertaken immediately 
with friction fabric of riiable 
quality, 

Play in Steering. 


All undue play in the steering 
mechanism should ° be taken up 
cither by adjustment or by the sub- 
stitution of new parts. Steering 
backlash may make it difficult to 
handle the car when driving fast, 


and, furthermore, may give rise to 


wheel wobble, 2 

Wheel alignment ‘hos o distinct 
bearing upon the safoty of a car, 
since if the wheels are not correctly 
in line steering may be dificult and 
tyre wear excessive.

Tho Japancae ask: “Why, does 
the Chinese Government abandon 
the original proposal to the Japan- 
esc Minister at Nanking for dir- 
ect negotiations? Japan has 
already declared that she is pro- 
pared’ to negotiate a settlement 
direct with the Chinese Govern- 
ment.” - 

The view held in Chinese 
clreles is that if the request for 
a Commission of Inquiry is set 
aside confidence in the League of 
Nations will be seriously com- 
promised, 

It is not expected that the 
Council will take a final decision 
before Monday or Tucsday.— 
Reuter. 

Home Press Views. | . 
London, Yesterday. 

The Times, in an editorial, 
congratulates the League of 
Nations on the good work done 
towards the settling of the Sino- 
Japanese conflict, and adds that 
there clearly is danger that the 
League's action’ may encourage 
Important factors in China to 
challenge the internationally re- 
cognised rights of the Japancse 
in South Manchuria. 

The Chinese Government will 
be ill-advised if it mistook sym- 
pathy for partfaanship and fail- 
ed to take serious steps to reach 
a general settlement with Japan. 

. Japanese Treaty Rights 
, Questioned, 
Nanking, _ Leaterday, - 

Referring to the Japanese War 
Minister's statement that Japan 
was entitled to maintain fifteen 
soldiers per kilometre. of the 
South Manchuria Railway, or a 

. total of 16,600, whereas the ac- 
tual number was only 14,000, a 
Foreign Office anokesman to- 
day asserted that the Japanese 
‘troops already in Manchuria are 
reported to be in excess by two 
divisions, this excluding those 
from Korea and the © Japanese 
Volunteers, the whole aggregat- 
ing at least 50,000. 

Tho Foreign Office spokesman 
pointed out that Japan's title is 
apparently based‘on Article 1 of 
the additional articles of the 
Portsmouth Treaty of 1905, 
wherein Japan and Russia re- 
served the right to maintain rail- 
way guards not exceeding fifteen 
per kilometre. 

The spokesman also pointed 
out that while China acquiesced 
in certain ‘provisions of ° the 
Portsmouth Treaty she hay never 
recognised the Treaty as such 
nor its additional articles. 

Moreover, Article 2 of the an- 
nex to the Peking Treaty of 1905 
stipulates that in the event of 
Russia withdrawing .her railway 
guards, Japan consents to act 
simila Therefore, since the 
Russian “Guards .have all been 
withdrawn, and Chinese ‘troops 
have undertaken the protection 
of the Chineso- Eastern Railway, 
‘the continuance of Japanese 
troops in Manchuria is absolute- 
ly without legal basis'or trenty 
sanction.—Reuter, 


Anxiety on the Yangtaze, 
Tokyo, Yesterday. 
With the exception of Harbin 
apprehension ‘of further develop- 
ments has been practically re- 
moved, but anxioty is increasing 
over tho situation on the Yang- 
teze. - 
The Minister for the Navy, 
._ reporting on the China situation 
to the Cabinet this morning, is 
quoted as saying:— 

“The districts under Canton
